4, God Even Bends the 
Thoughts of Men 
to Use Them 

There is another thing that we 
have to recollect also, which will 
strike us perhaps more than the 
symaliness of things. The minute- 
1ess of providence may be seen in 
he fact that even the thoughts of 
men are under God’s hand. Now, 
houghts are things which general- 
ly escape our attention, when we 
speak of providence. But how 
much may depend upon a thought! 
Oftentimes a monarch has had a 
thought which has cost a nation 
many a bloody battle. Sometimes 
a good man has had a thought 
which has been the means of 
rescuing multitudes from Hell and 
bearing thousands safely to Heav- 
en. Beyond a doubt, every im- 
agination, every passing thought, 
every conception, that is only 
born to die, is under the hand 
of God, 

And in turning over the 
history, you will often be struck 
when you see how great a thing 
has been brought about by an 
idle word. Depend upon it, then, 
that the will of man, the thought 
of man, the desire of man, thal 
every purpose of man, is immedi- 
ately under the hand of God. 

Take an instance—Jesus Christ 
is to be born at Bethlehem; - His 
mother is living at Nazareth: He 
will be born there to a dead cer- 
tainty. No, not so. Caesar takes

a whim into his head. All the 
world shall be taxed, and he will} 
have all of them go to their own | 
city, What necessity for that? 
Stupid idea of Caesar’s! If he had 
had a parliament, they would have 


voted against him. They would 
have said, “Why make all the 
people go to their own peculiar 


city to the census? Take the cen- 
sus where they live; that will be 
abundantly sufficient.” ‘‘No,” says 
he, “it is my will, and Caesar can- 
not be opposed.” Some _ think 
Caesar mad. God knows what He 
means *to ao with Caesar. 

Mary, great with child, must 
take a laborious journey to Bethle- 
hem; and there is her child born 
had the prophecy fulfilled, that 
Christ should be born at Bethle- 
hem, and our very faith in the 


Messiah might have been shaken, 
if it had not been for that whim 
of Caesar’s.

. God Providentially Cares 
for His Own Tenderly 


The second point is, THE KIND 
CONSIDERATION OF GOD IN TAKING 
CARE OF HIS PEOPLE. In reading the 
text, I thought, “There is better 
care taken of me than I can 
take care of myself.” You all take 
care of yourselves to some extent, 
but which of you ever took so 
much care of himself as to count 
the hairs of his head? But God 
will not only protect our limbs, 
but even the excrescence of hair is 
to be seen after. And how much 
this excels all the care of our 
tenderest friends! 
at the mother, how careful 
her child have a little 
she notices it: the slightest 
is sure to. be observed. 
watched all its motions 
anxiously, to see whether it walk- 
ed right, whether all its limbs 
were sound, and whether it had 
the use of all its powers in per- 
fection; but she has never thought 
of numbering the hairs of her 
child’s head, and the absence of 
one or two of them would give 
her no great concern. But our God 
is more careful of us, even than 
a mother with her child—so care- 
ful that He numbers the hairs ot 
our head. How safe we, then, be- 
neath the hand of God!

1. God Keeps People Before 
They Are Saved 

However, leaving the figure, let 
us again notice the kind, guardian 
care, which God exerts over His 
people in the way of providence. I 
have often been struck with the 
providence of God in keeping His 
people alive before they were con- 
verted. How many are there here 
who would have been in Hell at 
this hour if some special provi- 
dence had not kept them alive 
till the time of their conversion! 

I remember mentioning this in 
company, and almost every person 
in the room had some half-miracle 
to tell concerning his own deliver- 
ance before conversion. One gen- 
tleman, I remember, was a sport- 
ing man, who afterwards became 
an eminent Christian. He told me 
that a little time before his con- 
version he was shooting, and his 
gun burst in four pieces, which 
stood upright in the earth as near 
as possible in the exact form 
of a square, having been driven 
nearly a foot into the ground, 
while he stood there unharmed 
and quite safe, 
felt the shock. 

I was noticing in MHervey’s 
works one day a very pretty 
thought on this subject. He says, 
‘“‘Two persons who had been hunt- 
ing together in the day, slept to- 
gether the following night. One of 
them was renewing the pursuit in 
his dream, and, having run the 
whole circle of the chase, came 
at last to the fall of the stag; up- 
on-this he cries out with a de- 
termined ardor, [ll kill him! Ill 
kill him! and immediately feels 
for the knife which he carried in 
his pocket. His companion hap- 
pening to awake, and observing 
what passed, leaped from the bed. 
Being secure from danger, and the 
moon shining in the room, he stdod 
to view the event, when, to his 
inexpressible surprise, the infatu- 
ated sportsman gave several dead- 
ly stabs in the very place where 
a moment before the throat and 
the life of his friend lay. 

This I mention as a proof that 
nothing hinders us, even from be- 
ing assassins Of others, or mur- 
derers of ourselves, amidst the 
mad sallies of sleep, only the pre- 
venting care of our heavenly Fa- 
ther.”’ 


2. Christians Are Often Kept 
From Temptations which 
Would Conquer Us 


How wonderful the providence of 
God with regard to Christian peo- 
ple, in keeping them out of temp- 
tation. I have often noticed this 
fact, and I believe you are able 
to confirm it: there are times 
when if a_ temptation should 


having scarcely 


come, you would be overtaken by 
it; but the temptation does not 
come. And at other times, when 
the temptation comes, you have 
supernatural strength to resist it. 
Yes! the best Christian in the 
world will tell you that such is 
still the strength of his lust, that 
there are moments when if the 
object were presented to him, he 
would certainly fall into the com- 
mission of a foul sin; but then the 
object is not there, or there is no 
opportunity of committing the sin. 
At another time, when we are 
called to go through a burning 
fiery furnace of temptation, we 
have no desire towards’ the 
peculiar sin, in fact, we feel an 
aversion to it, or are even in- 
capable of it. Strange it is, but 
many a man’s character has been 
saved by providence. The best 
man that ever lived, little knows 
how much he owes for preserva- 
tion to the providence as well as 
to the grace of God. 


3. God’s Providential Happen- 
ing Often Puts Man Where 
God Wants Him 
How marvelously, too, 
dence arranged all our 
can not but recur to my own per- 
sonal history, for, we 
are obliged to speak more of what 
we know of ourselves as matters 
of fact, than of others. I. shall 
always regard the fact of my 
being here today as a remarkable 
instance of providence. I should 
not have occupied this hall praba- 
bly, and been blessed of God in 
preaching to multitudes if it had 
not been for what I considered 
an untoward accident. I should 
have been at this time studying 
in college, instead of preachin: 
here, but for a singular circum- 

stance which happened, 

I had agreed to go to college: 
the tutor had come to see me, and 
I went to him at the house 
of a mutual friend: I was shown 
by the servant into one drawing- 
room in the house, he was show: 
into another. He sat and waited 
for me for two hours; I sat and 
waited for him two hours. He 
could wait no longer, and went 
away thinking I had not treated 
him well; I went away and 
thought that he had not treated 
me well. As I went away this 
text came into my mind, “Seekest 
thou great things for thyself? 
Seek them not.” So I wrote to 
say that I must positively decline, 
I was happy enough amongst my 
own country people, and got on 
very well in preaching, and I did 
not care to go to college. 

I have now had four years of 
labor. But, speaking after the 
manner of men, those who have 
been saved during that time would 
not have been saved, by my in- 
strumentality at any rate, if it 
had not been for the remarkable 
providence turning the whole 
tenor of my thoughts, and putting 
things into a new track. You have 
often had strange accidents like 
that. When you have resolved to 
do a thing, you could not do it 
any how; it was quite impossible. 
God turned you another way, and 
proved that providence is indeed 
the master of all human events.

4. God Provides Daily Bread 
For His Own 

And how good, too, has God 
been in providence to some of 
you, in providing your daily bread. 
It is remarkable how a little 
poverty makes a person believe 
in providence, especially if he is 
helped through it. If a person has 
to live from hand to mouth, when 
day by day the manna falls, he be- 
gins to think there is a providence 
then. ‘The gentleman who sows 
his broad acres, reaps his wheat 
and puts it into his barn, or takes 
his regular income, gets on so 
nicely that he can do without 
providence; he does not care a 
bit about it. The rents of his 
houses all come in, and his money 
in the Three per Cents, is quite 
safe—what does he want with 
providence? But the poor man 
who has to work at day labor, 
and sometimes runs very short, 
and just then happens to meet 
with somebody who gives him 
precisely what he wants, he ex- 
claims, “Well, I know there is 
a providence—I cannot help be- 
lieving it; these things could not 
have come by chance.” 


lll. God’s Constant Care 
Should Make Us Happy, 


Peaceful, Content 
And now, in conclusion, breth- 


ren and sisters, if these things be 
so, if the hairs of our head are 
all numbered, and if providence 
provides for His people all things 
necessary for this life, and godli- 
ness, and arranges every thing 
with infinite and unerring wisdom, 
what manner of persons ought we 
to be? 


1. God’s Care Should Make 
Us Bold 


In the first place, we ought to 
be a bold race of people. What 
have we to fear? Another man 
looks up and if he sees a light- 
ning flash, he* trembles at its 
mysterious power. We believe it 
has its predestined path. We may 
stand and contemplate it; al- 
though we would not presumptu- 
ously expose ourselves to it, yet 
can we confide in our God in the 


midst of the storm. We are out 
at sea, the waves are dashing 
against the ship, she reels to and 
fro; other men shake, because 
they think this is all chance; we, 
however, ‘see an order in the 
waves, and hear a music in the 
winds. It is for us to be peaceful 
and calm. 

To other men the tempest is a 
fearful thing: we believe that the 
empest is in the hand of God. 
Why should we shake? Why 
should we quiver? In all con- 
vulsions of the world, in all tem- 
poral distress and danger, it is 
for us to stand caim and collected, 


looking boldly on. 

Our confidence should be very 
much the same, in comparison 
with the man who is not a be- 
liever in providence, as the con- 
fidence of some learned surgeon, 
who, when he is going through an 
oneration, sees something very 
marvelous, but yet never shudders 
at it, while the ignorant peasant 
who has never seen anything so 
wonderful, is alarmed and fearful, 
and even thinks that evil spirits 
are at work. We are to say—let 
others say what they please— 
“I know God is here, and I am 
His child, and this is all working 
for my good; therefore will not 
I fear, though the earth be re- 
moved, and though the mountains 
be carried into the midst of the 
sea.”’ 

Especially may I address this 
remark to timid people. There 
are some of you who are fright- 
ened at every little thing. Oh! 
if you could but believe that God 
manages all, why, you would not 
be screaming because your hus- 
band is not home when there is a 
little thunder and lightning, or 
because there is a mouse in the 
parlor, or because there is a great 
tree blown down in the garden. 
There is no necessity you should 
believe that your brother-in-law,

Of course, he was mis- 
understood by his neighbors and 
friends, but he was minding his 
own business. God had given him 
the moving order. “Abraham, be- 
lieved God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness.” Now 
he is called the friend of God 
and the father of the faithful and 
when a lost man fell into Hell, 
he looked up and saw Lazarus in 
Abraham's bosom and cried, “Fa- 
ther Abraham.” 


Old righteous Noah for a hun- 
dred and twenty years hauled logs 
and hammered out the Gospel to 
his pleasure-loving generation, 
branded, no doubt, the number 
one fool of his day, building an 
ark over a hundred miles away 
from the closest water it would 
take to float it, preaching, “The 
flood is coming,” when there had 
never been a clap of thunder or 
a streak of lightning or a drop of 
rain to fall on the earth, yet he 
was minding his own business. But 
I would remind you that in just 
thirty days after he entered the 
ark and God closed the door, he 
and his little family were in the 
majority and they floated in per- 
fect safety while the world perish- 
ed in style. He minded his own 
business and got his whole family 
in the ark. 


Moses refused to be called the 
son of Pharaoh’s daughter, choos- 
ing the affliction of the people of 
God and gave up the palace for 
a forty-year sentence in the wild- 
erness with goats and sheep and 
got his degree at the Burning 
Bush Seminary, stepped into the 
inner Office of Pharaoh and said, 
“Let my people go that they 


might serve God.” And in a little 
while, he was crossing the Red 
Sea dry shod because he dared 
to mind his own business. 

Nathan stuck his index finger, 
like a single-barreled shotgun, into 
the face of a wicked king called 
David and said, “Thou art the 
man.” David wept and repented 
and wrote half of the song book 
and the prayer book of the Bible 
because there was a preacher who 
had enough courage to mind his 
own business. 

Elijah walked in upon old wick- 
ed Ahab in Naboth’s vineyard and 
sentenced him to doom by telling 
him that the dogs would lick his 
blood in the streets of Jezreel, and 
a pack of hounds would eat his 
wife’s body. That may not have 
got him in the “Who’s Who” of 
Ahab, but at least he was minding 
his own business. 


Amos climbed down out of a 
sycamore tree and started a city- 
wide revival, and Amaziah, who 
must have been president of the 
National Council of Churches or 
either the ministerial alliance, 
came and said, “Son, you are out 
of your territory,” and Amos read 
the riot act to him. Amos was 
minding his own business. 

Daniel appeared before King 
Belshazzar and announced that 
there was not enough merit in 
his soul to balance the scales of 
God—“Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting.” 
God give us preachers who will 
mind their own business. 

John stepped into the presence 
of an adulterous king and said, 
“It is not lawful for you to have 
her.” It cost him his head, but he 


died minding his own business, 
Peter and John were told not to 
preach in the name of Jesus, but 
they said, “We ought to obey God 
rather than men,” and they con- 
tinued to mind their own business. 


Paul was called a pestilent fel- 
low and mover of sedition and a 
ringleader of the sect of the Naz- 
arenes when he determined not to 
know anything among them save 
Jesus Christ and Him crucified. 
But thank God, he was able to say 
at the end of life’s trail, “I have 
fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the 
faith: henceforth there is laid 
up for me a crown of righteous- 
ness.” 


Jesus Minded His Business 


Now let us look away from the 
shadows for just a moment and 
behold thé Son. Jesus stepped 
across all lines and sat on the 
well curb and pleaded for a fallen 
woman to give her heart to Him. 
The disciples did not ask Him 
why, because they knew He was 
minding His own business. Jesus 
identified Himself with the crying 
need of a fallen woman in the 
eighth chapter of John and re- 
buked the _ stone-throwers and 
wrote love letters in thé sand to 
this precious soul and then in a 
moment said, “Go, and sin no 
more.” Jesus ate with the pub- 
licans and sinners and became a 
walking rescue mission and City 
of Refuge because He dared to 
mind He own business. 


In politics, He was branded un- 
patriotic; in society, a misfit; in 
finances, bankrupt; and in religion, 
a trouble-maker. In Gethsemane, 


while the church blundered, He 
bled. In Pilate’s judgment hall, 
without a lawyer, the Divine Ad- 
vocate of every soul pled His own 
case without opening His mouth. 
There wasn’t a soul that had been 
healed or helped or blessed that 
stood to say, “Your Honor, this 
man opened my blind eyes, healed 
my sick body, straightened out 
my crooked limbs, unstopped my 
ears, or raised my dead body.” 
Jesus was minding His own busi- 
ness according to Isaiah 53, “He 
is brought as a lamb to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep before 
her shearers is dumb, so he open- 
eth not his mouth.” Under the 
load of that Roman cross, He 
trudged up Calvary’s hill. While 
He hung’ suspended between 
Heaven and earth, despised by 
earth and locked out of Heaven, 
He still prayed, “Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what 
they do,” and in a moment, a 
bleeding, dying thief said, “Re- 
member me,” and Jesus said, “To 
day shalt thou be with me in 
paradise.” He died minding His 
own business. No wonder we sing 
today,
